events through April 1946.

She learned to 
speak haltingly in Russian, she kept house 
and cooked in a hotel room, shopped with 
ration books, and indefatigably went sight- 
seeing and tried to pierce the people’s fear 
and aversion to giving information beyond 
the official governmental handouts. She liked 
and admired many Russians and thought the 
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women’s lot a poor one; she is facetious, 
sometimes caustic, in her humorous account, 
and she concludes that “nothing that I saw 
in the ten grubby, tiresome, frustrated and 
fascinating months that I spent over at Uncle 
Joe Stalin’s made me want to relinquish my 
American citizenship and cast my lot with 
the hammer-and-sickle boys. I came home 
deeply convinced that “emocracy, the Ameri- 
can brand, is for me.”—p.14.

store, and of the customs of the people. His 
descriptions and observations are highly en- 
tertaining, sometimes startling, and perhaps 
correct in general impression and most details 
of life in America, but there are also many 
minor inaccuracies.

A personal biography of the English general 
who has been an enigma and a subject of 
bitter controversy, for, while his achievements 
have been unquestioned, his methods were 
long subject to attack and his reserve and de- 
tachment give rise to many rumors of eccen- 
tricity. This is the reverse of the view of 
Montgomery expressed in Butcher, My three 
years with Eisenhower (BooK.ist 42:279, My

Foreign reference works just beginning to come into this country 
which will be of importance to reference librarians are listed in the 
fourth informal supplement to the sixth edition of Mudge’s Guide to 
Reference Books. Since many of the foreign works received were 
being printed during the war, there are some entries in which the 
listing goes as far back as 1939 or 1940 to make the sequence as 
complete as possible. Approximately one-third of the more than 
600 listings in this supplement are foreign books. 

Listings of reference books in the fields of social sciences and useful 
and fine arts comprise approximately 200 of the total books listed.
